WARNS AN INNOVATOR 
IS ABROAD IN LAND 


He Declares Recall of Judges 


Is Dangerous and Interpre- 
tations of Constitution 
Would Vary According to 
Political Party in Power. 


By Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Md., May 4.—Presi- 


dent Taft began his fight for the 
support of the Maryland voters in 
Monday’s presidential primaries to- 
day, with speeches at Hyattsville 
and Laurel, in which he once again 
attacked Col. Theodore Roosevelt, ac- 
cused him of misstatement and mis- 
quotation of his speeches: said that 
Roosevelt consorted with the bosses 
he now preached against for the 
seven years while he was in the 
White House and he assailed bitterly 
and at length Rocsevelt’s doctrine of 
the recall of judges and decisions, 
“J am qa man of peace,” shouted the 
President at Hyattsville, “and I don't 


want to fight. But when I do fight 
I want to hit hard. 
corner will fight.” 

The President said he deprecated 
the necessity that forced him tocome 
out in a political campaign like an 
ordinary candidate. 

"If only my personal ambition was 
concerned,” he said, “if only my per- 
sonal reputation was at stake, I 
shouldn't bother you, but I consider 
that I represent a cause. 

“The innovator is abroad in the 
land and we are told that there ure 
new things that should be introduced, 
_ for instance the recall of judges. 

“Tf this policy is adopted, it will 
mean that in Democratic years the 
decisions upon laws will be Demo- 
eratic and in Republican years they 
will be Republican, So we will have 
varying interpretations of the Consti- 

tution depending on a single vote. 

“IT am courageous enough to come 
out and tell the people what they al- 
ready know-—they recognize the 

- shortcomings of a sudden decision of 
the people. 

“All I ask is a square deal,” said 
the President. “Mr. Roosevelt be- 
lieves in referring to the standards 
of sport as maxim of life. I don't 
object to it. But all I ask is that he 
give me a square deal.” 

When Taft asked if he had received 
@ square deal from Col. Roosevelt, 
several persons shouted “No! No!” 

The President replied at Hyatts- 
ville to former Attorney General 
Bonaparte’s remark that the Ameri- 
can people did not want him elected 
President in 1908. 

“Well, a good many people voted 
for me anyhow,” said Taft. “If any-

Colonel Tells Maryland Audience. 
Crooked Republicans and 
Crooked Democrats Are Akin. 





INTERESTS ARE THE SAME 





Says Result 
Shows the Silk Stockings Also 
Are With the Bosses. 





FREDERICK, Md., May 4.—‘I would 
not have come into this contest,”’ said 
Col. Roosevelt in an open-air speech 
here today, “if I had felt I could have 
legitimately stayed out of it. I came 
into the contest because I felt myself 
that it was a straight lineup between 
the average man on the one hand and, 
on thé other hand, the men who wished 
to advance their own interests, either 
politidally or otherwise, at the expense 
of the people. 

‘“? do not mean that all the men 
against us are bad men. There are mul- 
titudes of well-meaning men against us 
who have not waked up to the issue. 
Nine-tenths of wisdom is being wise in 
time. 

“Every crooked politician of every 
party is against us. The crooked poli- 
ticlans in the Democratic party are 
against us. There are two reasons for 
that. In the first place, the crook in the 
Democratic party naturally feels akin 
to the crook in the Republican party, 
who is against us. Fundamentally, 
their interests are the same. In the 
second place, the crook in the Demo- 
cratic party feels that if we are beaten, 
it would be enough for him to win in the 
eléction.”’ - 

“The silk stockings, for the most uart, 
are against us in this fight,’’ said the 
Colonel at Westminster. ‘“‘They ought 


not to be, for we won’t hurt them. They’ 


are in curious alliance with the bosses. 
We saw this at its height in Massachu- 
setts. | 

“TI am now in that part of Maryland 
where we count upon a Republican ma- 
jority. People told me not to come up 
here because we would get the delegates 
anyway. But I don’t want just enough 
votes to elect the delegates. 

“Think of what we did in Pennsylva- 
nia. There it was a straight lineup be- 
tween the people and the bosses. We 
won, and the effect of the victory was 
felt all over the United States. If Mary- 
land fails us, the effect will be to dis- 
heartén those who stand with us év- 
ery where. 

“Our opponents know how to manipu- 
late the returns. You watch them care- 
fully. They are the people who do the 
bribing. See to it that you don’t let 
our opponents win by trickery. 

“I don’t think that there is anyone on 
our side who will give a bribe, but if 
you find any such a one, I want you to 
try to put him In the penitentiary, and 
I will help you.”’

Resolution in General Confer- 
ence Says Compulsory Good 


Behavior Is Not Religion. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 4—An 
emphatic demand that the Methodist 
Episcopal Church abandon its. anti- 
amusement rules was made in a resolu- 
tion offered at the general conference 
today by Benjamin F. Edsall of New- 
ark, N. J. It declared “that compul- 
sory good behavior is not the essence of 
religion,” and that the present rule ts in- 
effective. 

Two proposals to throw restrictions 
about ministers in the choice of their 
churches promised to arouse lively de- 
bate. The emphatic statement of the

Kansas Governor -Will Ask 
Requisition of Charles 
Marzyck, Charged With 
Murder of Showman Fam- 
ily at Ellsworth and Sus- 


pected of Similar Crimes 
Elsewhere. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 4—A man be- 
lieved to be Charles Marzyck, a Bo- 
nemian, charged with the murder of 
the entire Showman family, father, 
mother and three children at Ellsworth, 
Kan., on the night of October 15 last 
year, is under arrest at Kamloops, 
Province of British Columbia, Canada. 
The prisoner has not been positively 
identified. 

Steps have been taken to secure ex- 
tradition. Sheriff Samuel B. Bradshaw 
of Elisworth county has applied to At- 
torney-General Dawson. It will be 
necessary for Governor Stubbs to re- 
quest the Attorney-General of the 
United States to secure requisition pa- 
pers from the Secretary of State on 
the Governor-General of Canada be- 
fore Marzyck can be brought back. He 
is now said to be using the name of 
Charles Mason as an alias. 

The application for the 
formally charges Marzyck with the 
murders of William Showman, Mrs. 
Pauline Showman and the three Show- 
man children, Leslie, Fern and Fen- 
ton. On the morning of October 15

they were found murdered with an ax. 

Marzyck previously» had married a 
sister of Mrs. Showman. Later he was 
convicted of wheat stealing and sent 
ta prison. Mrs. Maryzck, he is said to 
have alleged, deserted him during his 
trouble. Statements that he had 
threatened revenge put him under sus- 
picion and he has been sought ever 
since. The search has led officers all 
over the United States and into Canada. 


Several ‘‘ax-man’’ murders similar to 
that of the Showman family occurred 
elsewhere shortly before the crime of 
which Marzyck is accused, and these 
mysteries remain unsolved. 

Sunday, Sept. 17, H. C. Wayne, his 
wife and child, and Mrs. A. J. Burnham 
and her two children were killed by a 
man using an ax. The two families 
were slain as they slept in their adjoin- 
ing homes at Colorado Springs, Colo. 
Neither house was robbed, both fami- 
lies being poor. 


At Monmouth, Ill., Sunday, Oct. 1, Wil- 
liam E. Dawson, his wife and daughter 
were murdered in their home. The mur- 
derer used an ax, crushing their heads. 
The house was not robbed. 

The similarity of all these crimes 
caused the belief that the same man 
committed each murder, and the mys- 
terious slayer became known as ‘the 
ax man” or “‘the hatchet slayer.”

Greatest Demonstration in His- 
tory of Cause in New York 
City Today. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 4-—The weather 


man provided @ warm sun and a cloud- 
less sky today for the biggest woman’s 
suffrage demonstration in the history 
of New York City. For nearly a year 


preparations for the great parade have 
been under way and there was little for 
Mrs., Harriot Stanton Blatch and her 
assistants to do except to marshal the 
various divisions of the'r forces for the 
big parade at 5 o’clock and the mass 
meeting in Carnegie Hall at 6 o’clock. 
The 15,000 women—and men, too—who 
had asked for places in the parade, re- 
celved a last word of exhortation from 
Mrs. Blatch. 

“Remember to Be Prompt.” 
.“‘Remember,"’ she said, on a printed 
card with which each would-be parader 
was provided, “you march for the might- 
lest reform the world has ever seen. 
The orderly appearance of our proces- 
sion depends upon each individual 
marcher. Remember, the public will 
judge, quite illogically, of course, but 
not less strictly, your qualifications as 
a voter by your promptness.”’ 

The men marchers, a host which Mrs. 
Blatch thought might reach 38000, were 
disappointed to learn that Col. Roosevelt 
had declined the invitation to lead their 
division. 
The program provided for a procession 
of 11 divisions, led by an equestrienne 
squad of 100 riders, a band and a com- 
any of outdoor suffragette orators, each 
carrying her little green platform, slung 
like a knapsack across the shoulder. 
Yellow Pennants for Marchers. 
The eleventh division, bringing up the 
rear of the parade, was assigned to Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont’s organization of de- 
partment store clerks, preceded by the 
newly organized baby-carriage brigade. 
The tenth division, which comprised 
the regular members of the woman suf- 
frage party, hired a dozen bands for 
their section, and provided each member 
with a yellow pennant and a tiny yel- 
low electric torch.

The painting is generally known as 
“The Dutch Merchant,” and has been 
in Lord Feversham’s family about 160 
years. The work is fully described in 
Dr. Bode’s great monograph on Rem- 
brandt under No. 41, where it is also 
reproduced. 

NEW YORK, May 4~—Mr. Frick has 
spent large amounts for famous paint- 
ings by old masters to adorn his Fifth 
avenue home in this city.

His energy in pursuing 
the facts and prosecuting the suit contributed 
greatly to its success. 

The railroads in the Terminal combine would 
be wiser to follow Mr. Crow’s guidance than that 
of crafty attorneys whose measure of value is 
their skill in defining for corporate bandits the 
fine line between safe and unsafe. criminality. 
‘The day of the railroad attorney who counsels 
insolent defiance or cunning evasion of law and 
court rulings has passed. His advice has proved 
costlier even than his extortionate fees. It has 
aroused public distrust and anger, caused de- 
structive legislation and supplied ammunition for 
demagogic appeals to popular discontent. 

Wise railroad men recognize now that the 
greatest need of the railroads is public confidence 
and good will, founded on fair dealing. That is 
the chief need of the St. Louis railroads which 
have aggravated the public by persisting in op- 
pressive monopoly practices. Prompt, complete, 
cheerful submission to the court’s decree is the

aster distinctive and intensely dramatic quali- 
ties. As unfolded to the public, the story is held 
to have even greater appeal than the San~«Fran- 
cisco earthquake or the Mount Pelee disaster. 

The pre-eminence won by the Post-Dispatch in 
connection with this greatest of all “news 
stories” is duly reeognized by the Saturday Night. 
“Carlos F, Hurd of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch,” 
it says, “was on the Carpathia on his way to 
the Mediterranean and naturally had a good op- 
portunity to secure the stories of many gsurviv- 
ors. He had his account written when the ship 
arrived in New York harbor and threw it down 
to a waiting tug.”

He would not kill her, so because then 
he could not use her blood—there would 
be no circulation. He chokes her in- 
Sensible and then keeps her so with the 
chloroform. He cuts her arm, he cuts 
bis arm, arranges his apparatus and the 
bealthy blood of Fraulein flows into his 
tainted veins. 

“But see, here the abnormal sensibility 
enters. The cut in his arm causes intol- 
erable pain. He drops the pipette upon 
the floor and in his paroxysm crushes 
it. He retains caution enough to re- 
move as many traces of the operation 
as possible and slips out of the house. 
The Fraulein in the meantime has bled 
to death. 

“The other points of the description 
are easy. My measurements of the fin- 
ger prints on the throat gave me, of 
course, the exact size and length of the 
fingers. Thus I found their betraying 
peculiaritics. You remember the hairs 
the poor Fraulein clasped in her hand? 
These she pulled from her murderer's 
beard while he was leaning over stran- 
gling her. The hair of beard, mustache, 
head and body all have differences that 
make them easily distinguishable under 
the miscroscope. I infer the length of 
the full beard from the fact that the 
natural impulse to grip where the hand 
will get the best hold.

A WANDERING JEWESS. 
ARY ANTIN has written much 

MI and interestingly, albeit she is a 

i young woman in years. In ‘*‘The 

Promised Land'’’ she has ziven us a 

study of her own transformation from 

a little Russian Jewess of Polotzk to an 

American woman, a sort of individual 

sketch from “The Melting Pot’ that 

Zangwill so strikingly devised to sym- 

bolize the wonderful blending and trans- 

forming that takes place in transplant- 
ing down-trodden: European races. to 
free America. 

Unfortunately autobiography too fre- 
quently savors of death-bed confession. 
it is conceived in a spirit of palliating 
offenses and erecting a menument to 
the author. In this case we have a 
study of herself, her emotions, her be- 
liefs, her whole kaleidoscopic psychol- 
ogy, by a woman of scant 80, who has 
set down in detail her mental life from 
young girlhood in a Russian town to 
emancipated womanhood in America. It 
is interesting, not because it is the auto- 
biography of Mary Antin, but because it 
is a biography of thousands of Mary 
Antins, and for that reason !s history. 
It is of still wider interest in that it not 


only describes Mary Antins.in, Jegions |. 


but all the other members of the Antin 
family and their experiences, their pe- 
cullarities and the process by which they 
were uprooted from their Russian en- 
vironment and gradually fitted to con- 
ditions and surroundings antithetically 
different in the United States. 

The change from the banks of the 
Dwina to a home on the seashore in a 
Boston suburb was no greater than the 
change that confronted the immigrant 
Antins in every phase of their new life. 
The experiences of the newcomers with 
American ways are a comedy of errors. 
Their development into Americans is a 
study in evolution. ‘The Promised 
Land” is well worth perusal, from every 
standpoint. (Houghton-Mifflin.) 


CHARLES FOX, FRIEND OF LIB- 
ERTY. 
IR GEORGE OTTO TREVELYAN, 

S author of “George the Third and 
Charles Fox,” makes the reader 
quite familiar with the great Opposition 
Minister of the third George’s reign, but 
gives only an occasional glimpse of the 
monarch who, even when there was no 
hope, continued the fight against the 
American colonies in order to punish 
what he held to be their contumacy. 
Only the first volume is out, and it may 
be that in volume 2, George II will _fig- 
ure more convincingly. This first vol- 
ume takes up the story of the Anfér- 
lean Revolution after the capture of 
Burgoyne and the evacuation of Phila- 
delphia by the British Army. In fact, 
the end was practically in sight, to all 
except King George. France, Spain and 
Holland were either actively or covertly 
aiding the Americans. As the author 
of this book says: : 
“Unless he could bring himself 


to 


‘make peace with the United States, the 


King was in the plight of a hunter 
who had hold of a wolf, or rather a 
srizzly bear, by the ears at a time 
when the most formidable wild beases of 
the forest came ravening upon him.” 

For 18 years the King had been able 
to continue his policy of naming his 
own ministers, most of whom were, 
under such circumstances, merely tools. 
Lord North, himself consctentiously op- 
posed to the military tonquest of the 
colonies, carried out the King’s poll- 
cles under protest. 

When the hopelessness of the struggle 
was evident, and Englana faced the op- 
position of nearly half of Europe, King 
George was forced to abandon his rulu 
with regard to Cabinet appointments 
The Opposition then had its inning, 
with Fox as the ablest advocate of 
sanity and justice in the treatment: of 
the new nation across the Atlantic. It 
was a bitter pill for George, with his 
stubborn, dictatorial disposition, to be 
compelled to place the reins of govern- 
ment in such hands. 

In addition to doing what was in his 
power to lessen the mischief to bis 
country that had been done by the 
King’s obstinacy and the ministerial in- 
competency on the American question, 
Fox must be credited with forcing the 
final paritamentary action, the effect 
of which was to abolish slavery on 
British soil. To him is also due the 
fact that the old rule of excluding the 
public from the debates in Parliament 
was dropped. The rise of the political 
reporter was made possible by his 
championship of publicity.

do with Joseph Wheeler as ‘‘Federal 
Congressman” or as a Spanish War 
hero. This omission is part of the main 
interest of the book. Mr. Du Bose puts 
energy at high voltage into the style in 
which he refuses to consider himself or 
Joseph Wheeler, except as Gen. Sher- 
man’s ‘“‘paroled prisoners.’’ He writes 
now as he shot in 1851-65. Anyone who 
gets directly in his line of fire is likely 
to find him striking. (Neale.) 


THE WOMAN’S RIGHTS MOVEMENT 
HE progress of woman toward the 
a3 larger sphere is a most interesting 
feature of the modern social evolu- 
tion. Some years ago it had reached 
such a stage that Dr. Kaethe Schir- 
macher, one of the foremost in the cause 
of woman’s rights in Germany, prepared 
a history of its progress in all countries. 
This has been rewritten and brought 
down to date. Under the title ‘‘The 
Modern Woman’s Rights Movement” it 
is now available in English, through the 
translation by Prof. Eckhardt of Colo- 
rado University. 

Dr. Schirmacher very properly begins 
her book with the section devoted to 
the United States, attributing the begin- 
ning of the movement to the war of in- 
dependence, and pointing out that away 
back in 1787 women demanded of the 
Philadelphia constitutional convention 
the right to vote, which had already 
existed in nine of the original 13 states, 
which granted the ballot under the 
principle that there should be no taxa- 
tion without representation. The next 
great impetus to the cause in the United 
States the author finds in the anti- 
agitatian and the _ resultant 
emancipation and enfranchisement of the 
negro.- The equality of woman in educa- 
tion and her success in the professions 
add to the accomplishments of the 
United States in the woman’s movement, 
which Dr. Schirmacher considers to have 
been born in Amcrica. 

Space forbids even an outline of the 
scope of the work. It is a comprehen- 
sive history, covering all countries, and 
contains a wealth of details, arranged 
with care and accuracy, supplemented 
by an index that enables one to refer to 
any country at any time, or to the in- 
dividual activities of any prominent 
woman’s rights leader. Dr. Schirmacher 
displays the characteristic thoroughness 
of German scholarship and adds to her 
compendium of facts illuminating anal- 
ysis and a fund of progressive philos- 
ophy. (Macmillan.)

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 4.—Fight- 
ing fiercely at all times and carrying 
away each round up to the fifth, Carl 
Morris, the Sapulpa heavyweight en- 
gineer, went down to defeat before 
Luther McCarty, of Springfield, to- 
wards the close of the sixth round 
here tonight, under a right swing to the 


mouth. Landing flat on his back, 
Morris was up in three seconds, rest- 
ing on one hand and a knee. After 
counting to himself ten seconds the 
Referee, Eddie Cochrane, sporting edi- 
tor of the Kansas City Journal, sent 
the two heavyweights to their corners. 

Morris says he was but slightly 
Cazed by the terrific swing which Mc- 
Carty landed on his mouth. 
match gone the rest of the ten rounds, 
he says he could have gained a popular 
decision at the hands of the 1500 fans 
who saw the contest. 

Couldn’t Hear Referee. 

“I was knocked down, true enough,” 
Morris told a correspondent for the Post- 
Dispatch, following the knockout, ‘“‘but 
my failure to get to my feet before the 
referee ordered us to our corners was 
because I did not ‘believe the count had 
progressed more than six seconds. 

“I had the bout all my own way until 
the sixth, and I believe I could have bested 
McCarty had it gone further. Yet I am 
mot a sorehead, and the action of Cochrane 
in stoppirg the match will bring no un- 
favorable comment from me. He was not 
allowed to count audibly. That was 
barred by orders from the Sheriff and the 
Prosecuting Attorney.”’ 

According to persons who have seen 
Morris from the outset of his career in 
the squared circle up to the present time, 
this was the toughest proposition he was 
ever up against. McCarty rushed him to 
the ropes repeatedly, working hard and 
swinging viciously. Time after time Mc- 
Carty tried a right uppercut, coming In 
close. Sometimes it landed, jarring the 
big engineer's head. 

McCarty’s face was considerably battered 
and bruised by straight left jabs from 
Morris, 

The first four rounds were undoubtedly 
Morris's. In the fifth matters changed, 
however, and the round went to McCarty. 
Rushing Morris about the ring, McCarty 
finally drove him into a corner and put 
in a stiff uppercut to the jaw which fairly 
sta~~-red his opponent. Just as the gong 
sounded, McCarty slipped over a hard 
right to the face. Both men at the open- 
ing of the sixth started out with a series 
of right and left jabs, exchanging blows 
freely, 

Suddenly when the round was about half 
through, McCarty landed a stiff right to 
Morris’ head. The engineer paused, then 
staggered under a series of chopping blows 
whith rapidly beat him down. At the psy- 
chological moment McCarty swung all his 
strength into a crushing right swing to Mor- 
ris’ mouth ahd the engineer went to the 
mat.

Which of the Republican candidates 
carried Massachusetts? Was it Taft, 
with the greater share of the popular 
vote and a majority of the district dele- 
gates, or Roosevelt. who got the eight 
delegates-at-large? Is the victor the 


man for whom the people merely ex- 
pressed a preference, or the one who 
got the State’s voting strength in the 
national Republican convention? 
These questions have caused the hold- 
ing up in St. Louis of many bets placed 
on the outeome of the Massachusetts 
primaries. Col. Roosevelt, by refusing 
to accept the eight delegates-at-large, 
gave it as his opinion that Taft was the 
winner, according to the Taft contend- 
ers, 

Massachusetts has % votes, coming 
from 28 district delegates and eight dele- 
gates-at-large. Of the former, Taft got 
18 and Roosevelt 10. Roosevelt, however, 
by getting all the delegates-at-large, 
tied the contest, 18 to 18,
